The navel nnd 
belly of the calf sbould tie washed at 
birth nnd twice' daily afterward for a 
few- dnj-s with a D per cent solntlon of 
one of the tor product sheep dips or 
disinfectants.

While not Ideal, a-good ration can be 


had from wheat straw, bran and cot- 
tonseed -meal In tbe following propor- 
tions for n day's ration per cow, says 
Professor D. H. Otis of the Kansas ex- 
periment station: Twenty pounds wheat 
straw, seven pounds of brae and four 
pounds cpttonseed meal. 


A cow" fed on this ration, ought to 


give a good flow of milk. The amount 
of .cottonseed meal is a little large, al- 
though soiue dairymen use much larger 
quantities. If the cow shows any bad 
•effects' from its use, the amount can be 
decreased nnd If necessary the amount 
of bran increased. The objection to the 
above Is the cost, but this objection ap- 
plies to almost any ration this year. 
In feeding the dairy cow, especially 
when feed Is high. It Is well to keep au 
accurate account of the yield of milk, 
and just .as soon as the cow ceases to 
pay for her feed tho amount of feed 
ebould he reduced. It stands to reason 
that a 'Cbw giving a small or medium 
yield of milk does not need the same 
amount of feed as a cow giving a large 
flow of milk. 


Coitonieed HollK. 


When alfalfa can be bad for $14 per 


ton a man cannot afford to pay over $0 
for cottonseed hulls. The latter are 
very poor In protein, containing only 
three-tenths of 1 per cent, while alfalfa 
has 10.6 pei- cent. In feeding cottonseed 
hulls tbe Tennessee experiment station 
found it advisable to feed as .high as 
15 pounds dally per 1,000 pounds of live 
weight This experience, as well as the 
composition. Indicates that cottonseed 
hulls are not a very concentrated feed 
and to get good results must be fed In 
large quantities. At $10 or more per 
ton this feed would DO entirely too ex- 
pensive to feed dairy cows. 


Protein For « Coir. 


A cow weighing 1,000 pounds re- 


quires a pound of protein a (lay to tcep 
her In normal condition. 1C she Is giv- 
ing 20 pounds of milk per Cay, she re^ 
quires about 2V4 pounds of It. 


A Cnnadl»n'» Vle*r«. 


Actual experiments have proved that 


for every 1,000 pounds weight of a live 
animal 20 pounds of food'dally arc re- 
.qiilred In a properly balanced ration 
•that will give enough ns a heat pro- 
ducer and flesh former for either beef 
or milt, says ft successful Canadian 
dairyman. How can that food be sup- 
plied at least'cost? It Is quite possible 
for every farmer to Jjave each cow give 
5,000 pounds of milk a season at a 
cost of only 00 to CO cents per 100 
pounds. I nave reduced tho cost of 
producing milk to 40 cents per hun- 
dred. Farmers are losing dally what If 
properly appll'ed -means wealth to them, 
and Increase In .wealtu, if properly 
used, la Increased happiness. The bal- 
anced ration that Is costing you 24 
cents a day per cow can be had for 9 
cents by studying out the requirements 
of your cows and by loading them both 
ways. Our railways and steamships 
net on that principle. I claim that cows 
should elve 6,000 pounds of milk per 
season. I feed meal every month of the 
•year to my cows becanae it reduces the 
cost of -keep and Increases production.

A RACINE BOY 


Xoled Sureoon In Attendance upon Pi-Oil 


dcot McKlnley nt Buffalo, Son of 


Founder of Baclnc College. 


Dr. Roswell Parks one of.the surgeons 


who. was summoned on the .occasion of 
the shooting of President McKinlcy by 
the assassin Czolgosz, arid who operated 
in search of the bullets, is one of'the 
most prominent men in his profession in 
the country and is nbv,- at the head of a 
prominent college at Buffalo. Dr. 1'arks 
is the only son of Dr. Roswell Parks of 
Racine, founder and first warden of Ra- 
cine college. 
He received his education 


at that college and at an early age went 
to Chicago to-study medicine and sur- 
gery.' Rapidly'advancing he soon was

WASHINGTON', Sept. 12.—The mem- 


bers of the Schley court of .inquiry, Ad; 
mirals Dewey, Bcnham and Howison ar- 
rived at the navy yard at 12.30 o'clock. 
They \vore civilian clothes and no sahite 
was fired as they entered the gate. 


Captain Leiiuy, judge advocate gener- 


al, was the first official arrival. lie came 


bcrs of the court. Just across from the. 
oflicers sat Judge Advocate Lemly, the 
law oilicer of the navy of the court with 
Solicitor Hanna of the navy department 
at his side.

Fall Over a Fifty Foot Embank-

Fred Garland, a contractor from Tomah, 
Wig., and valued at $250, fell over a fif- 
ty foot embankment where graOing is be- 
ing done for the new store souse of the 
J. J. C'nse Plow Works, this morning and 
were so badly hurt that botli hnd to be 
killed. At the time of the accident the 
horses were being driven by a Air. .-las-, 
kins. They wore attached to a scriper 
and engaged grading and pretty cloas to 
the steep embankment which had been 
cut away by the large Chicago & North- 
wester steam shovel. .One of the lorses 
stumbled and fell and pulled the other 
horse over and both rolled down jlfty 
feet, currying the scraper with them, 
and struck on the side track belmv.

HORSES ATTACKED 


WITH INFLUENZA 


Milwaukee Veterinary Surgeons Report 


Numerous Cases—Twenty Eqnlnes 


Afflicted in Racine. 


"Fully one-half of the horses in Mil- 


waukee have been attacfced with an in- 
fluenza which has rendered tliem 
unfit 


for work, snya tly; Sentinel. The disease 
has been in existence here in a mild form 
for about two weeks, but has been great- 
ly aggravated by the cold, wet weather 
that 1ms prevailed for several days. The 
first symptoms of the disease is mani- 
fested by an increase in the temperature 
of the animal which amounts to a sevare 
fever, followed by eoiiglifng, more or less 
severe, and in many cases by a sore 
throat. The disease is not considered 
dangerous to the life of the animal, pro- 
vided proper care is taken. So long as 
the horse retains his appetite lie is able 
to perform his usual amount 
of work, 


but when the npp.etite is pone there is 
grave danger of pneumonia, and the ani- 
mal must he placed in the stable and 
subjected to the best of care. 


"The disease ia not confined to anv 


particular class of horses. The high- 
bred and well-kept race horses at tho 
state fair grounds are not immune, and 
it may be stated, on the authority of 
Thomas Dimbnr, the trainer, that nearly 
half of the horses 
in the stables out 


there are suffering to a greater or less 
extent from the disease." 


DISEASE EXISTS HERE, 


Dr, Evans & Son, the veterinary sur- 


geons, were seen and interviewed today 
in regard to horses in .'Racine being ef- 
fected with influenza. The elder 
Dr. 


Evans said:

When further 
questioned on the subject later Senator 
Wellington said: "McKiiiley has liot 
treated nie right and I haye no sym- 
pathy or respect for him." 


The Union .League promptly took the 


matter up, Senator Wellington having 
been one of the original members. A 
special •meeting of the aboard 'of gover-. 
nors was held and by Unanimous vote 
resolutions were passed expelling the 
senator and stating that the'. club had 
lieatd with loathing of his utterances. 


While the club is a'Rep'nbiic'an organ- 


ization, it hasr some Democratic mem- 
bers who joined because of its social 
features. It is therefore stated that the 
expulsion could not 
be on political 


grounds, but was because 
the senator 


had violated the laws of humanity. 
Wellington is the first member of the 
Union League to be expelled. He sup- 
ported Bryan last year. The league has 
a membership of over 2,000.

CHICAGO, Sept. 10,—Captain Coller- 


an, chief of detectives, nas sworn out a 
warrant charging Emma Goldman, the 
high priestess of anarchy, with conspir- 
acy to assassinate President McKinley. 
Miss Goldman, who was arrested today, 
is being held at the Central police sta- 
tion in this city. 


Miss Goldman's- arrest was in answer 


to a request sent to the various police 
chiefs of the country fram Buffalo. Chief 
O'Neill telegraphed Chief 
Bull of his 


capture and will hold the prisoner until 
the Buffalo office takes charge of her. 


Her manner was defiant as she V\as led 


into the office of the chief o:f police, but 
she disclaimed all knowledge of CV.olgosz 
and his crime, save that she admitted 
having met him here July 12. 


"Do you know that your worJs are 


what Clozgosz claims stirred 
l-?m to 


shoot the president?1' she vras asked. 


"I do not; I never advocated violence. 


I scarcely kn,?w the man. I was leaving 
for Rochester via Buffalo when C'?o!gosz 
had a few words with me. He said he 
had heard me lecture at some memorial 
hall in Cleveland last May and that ho 
wanted to know me. Ke said he knew 
I was in Chicago and looked me :ip. I 
scarcely remember anything about him 
save thnt his complexion was lit'ht. 


"Then how do you Know tli.it this 


man is the one who tried to kill the 
president?" 


"Oh,"—with a shrug of the shoulders— 


"I guessed that from what the ne.vspa- 
pers say." 


"What did you think when you heard 


that an attempt to kill the president had 
been made?'' the woman was askird. 


CALLS CZOLGOSZ A FOOL. 


With a wave of her hands, another 


shrug of the shoulders she answered dis- 
dainfully: 
"I thought, 
Oh! the fool!" 


The prisoner's 
man nor thus 
far had 


been growing more and more excited, al- 
though she made an evident effort to con- 
trol "herself. In this she finally sueeed- 
ed and launched into a discourse of the 
teachings of anarchy. She declared that 
anarchy did not teach men to do the 
act which had made Czolgosz despised and 
hated the world over. "We work against 
the system, and education is our watch- 
word," she said. 


•'It was early last July when I came 


to Chicago to visit the family,'' she con- 
tinued in answer to interrogations con- 
cerning her whereabouts recently. "On 
the night of July 12 Mr. Isaaks was out 
of the house. The bell rang, and I went 
to the door. The ma:; who, 1 learn 
through the newspapers, was Czolgosx, 
stood there. 
He said lie waited to see 


1 me. I was about to catch the 'Nickle 


Plate' train and as I and Mr. Isaak's 


• daughter were alxnit to go to Rochester. 
He "vent to the Rock island depot, with 
us, but I was so busy taking le,ivc of 
my friends that I scarcely noticed him. 
It"was not a time when one would want 
to make new friends. At the depot I 
had a few words with him of which I 
have told. That was all there evervwas 
between us. 


"I am an anarchist—a student of so- 


ciology, but I never said to Leon Czol- 
gosz knowingly that wnlcli would have 
led him to do the act which startled 
everybody.- 


"Not even in your lectures?" put in a 


reporter. "He says your words set his 
brain on fire." 


"Am 1 accountable 
because some 


crack-brained person p-.st a wrong con- 
struction on my words? Leon Clo/.gosz, 
I am convinced, planned the deed unaid- 
ed and entirely alone. There is no an- 
archist ring which would help him. There 
may be anarchists who would murder, 
but there are alsto men In every walk of 
life who sometimes fee? the impulse to 
-kill. I do not know surely, but I think 
Czolgosz-was one of those down trodden 
men who see all the misery which the 
rich inflict upon the poor, who think of 
it who brood over it nnd then, in des-

acb of apportionment which says:

under this apportionment, the 
number 


of members to which rach state may be 
entitled in the 
fifty-eighth 
and 
each 


subsequent congress shall be elected by 
district,1?, 
composed 
of contiguous 
and 


compact territory 
and containing as 


irtearly as practicable an equal 
number 


of inhabitants," 
The suit will hingo on 


"contiguous and compact territory." 


In the list of states alleged to have 


transgressed this law and which if Mr. 
Bartlioldt is given that 
of Wisconsin.

made and keep in mind the requirements 
of state and nation. Since counties are 
kept in intact, it is impossible to always

show equal population 
in -the several

the districts are all contiguous territory. 
There were quite a number of citizens 
who advocated letting the districts re- 
main a.s they were and choosing our ex- 
tra member as a congressman at large, 
which would have been a sensible thing 
to do and a most proper thing to do, 
but as it is, the legislature dealt verv 
fairly with the problem before them. 


A Washington correspondent giving 


the account of this Bartholdt matter, 
says the states that may be ;in"ect«d are 
as follows:

voted down and the, law enacted 
con- 


taining the provisions stated above. 


AND NOT SFA'TI- 


Professors of the California 
univer- 


eity, founded with the money .made in 
the building of the Central Pacific rail- 


road, a road built mostly by.cheaper 
Chinese labor, express the views of the 
university managers or else travel else- 
where, that is as the public understands 
things. It is therefore fit that -Prof. 
Jordan declares he is not in sympathy 
with the sentiment that would excludes 
all Chinese from this country. 
These 


sentiments are notoriously 
those of 


those who control the destinies of the 
university in question, and if professors 
dowrl there, expect to draw salaries, they 
are expected either to advocate the right 
views or hold their tongues. 


The expression of Prof. Jordan would 


lead people to infer all Chinese are ex- 
cluded from this country, which ia not 
in the least the ease. The law excludes 
Chinese laborers, but freely admits other 
classes of Chinese. The result is with 
the wonderful proclivities of the Chinese 
for perjury and trickery., thousands of 
the objectionable immigrants enter into 
this country. It is now suspected the 
last census has not given the correct 
number of Chinese, this being made pos- 
sible through the cunning of the Chinese 
appointed to make the returns. 
It 


M'ould be truly an unfortunate day 
for 


this country if the Chinese ever find the 
bars let down. These aliens, aliens in 
every sense of the word, never by 
any 


perchance assimulate with our people. 
In dress foreign, in manners foreign al- 
ways, in morals, well the less said 
the 


better for delicate ears, and 
even' in 


death, their bones have been stipulated 
to ba returned to Chinese soil. They re- 
fuse to even lend what little fertility to 
the soil possible by the laws of nature. 
Their earnings arc sent to China and in 
no wise and in no ways are Chinese to 
be assimulated with our people as are all 
nationalities, for even 
the Japs, ob- 


jectionable as they arc .in some respects, 
yet are willing to adopt American dress, 
which the Chinese will not. 


The San Francisco Bulletin takes up 


this matter and after saying, the owners 
of the Central Pacific itwd saved mil- 
lions of dollars by employing Chinese 
labor, it is but natural that an institu- 
tion founded and supported by money so 
acquired should not be in sympathy with 
the sentiment that would exclude all 
Chinese from this country, says: 


•'Mr. Jordan now proposes to admit 


Chinese laborers who come accompanied 
by families. It is the easiest thing in 
the world for a Chinese laborer to pro- 
vide himself with a family. 
Chinese wo- 


men of the abandoned class have never 
found it difficult to find a Chinaman who 
would swear that she was his wife. If 
the law insists upon children, its condi- 
tions ran 
be readily complied with. 


Children in the hands of the Chinese be- 
come profitable at an early age. What 
Mr. Jordan says of real 
Chinese mer- 


chants is true. . In business transactions 
a Chinese merchant's word is as good as 
liis bond. But 
the high-bred Chinese 


merchant does not declare himself 
the 


husband of a woman imported for im- 
moral purposes. That kind of work is 
left to the lower class of laborers which, 
Mr. Jordan admits, forms 
the bulk 
of 


Chinese immigration. 


"Mr. Jordan bases his argument on 


opposition to exclusion on the ground 
that 'we cannot, expect that the ports of 
China will be wide open to us if we close 
our ports to China.' It is not proposed 
to close our ports to China. We will 
buy of China her products and sell 
to 


China such of our products 
as China 


needs and can pay for. But there will 
be no interchange of human merchan- 
dise. The people of the 
United States 


do not propose to buy the right to trade 
with China by admitting an undesirable 
class of immigrants. China will 
not 


forego a profitable trade with the United 
States, because we decline to admit a 
class of immigrants whom this advocate 
of Chinese immigration admits 
to have 


been undesirable citizens in their 
own 


country. No nation wants to take the 
refuse 
population 
of another nation. 


While many of the Chinese laborers are 
industrious and law-abiding people, it is 
a fact that the few thousand Chinese in 
this city give the police more 
trouble 


than the lawless element in ten times 
larger white population. We cannot ad- 
mit the industrious laborer and bar out 
the 
Chinese highbinder. 
Ami if we 


could, we do not want the industrious 
Chinese laborer. Tn fact, we do 
not 


need immigrants of any race or nation- 
ality. The native laborer can do all the 
work there is to do." 


It is entirely within our power to act 


in this matter as seems best.Public sen- 
timent favors unquestionably a renewal 
of the Chinese exclusion act which ter- 
minates next year. It is perfectly safe 
to predict the politcal party 
which fa- 


vors repealing the present law or modi- 
fying it, will realize its mistake in tho 
first voting returns. In the abstract it 
is a pretty sentiment, a free country en- 
tirely free to everybody who want to 
come, but so is. free trade a pretty senti- 
ment in the abstract. 
There are other 


tilings.- pretty enough in sentiment and 
as theories, but practically are 
utterly 


out of the question. Chinese exclusion 
should be made more rigorous, and Jap- 
anese exclusion as well. 


THE PRESIDENT'S 
ADDRESS. 


The address of President McKinley at 


the. Pan-American 
exposition 
may-be 


accepted «s a program for the considera- 
tion of Republicans and Republican lead- 
ers. The president leaves no room for 
doubt of his changed opinions 
on 
the 


tariff, brought about undoubtedly -by the 
great increases in our expnrjts 
nnd the 


unprecedented aggregations 
of capital. 


This is evidenced in his remarks by the 
proposition that in certain manufactures 
we have so advanced that perhaps pro- 
tection is no longer needed and 
if not 


needed, then why 
continue? Wo need 


markets owing to our grent progress 
and these arc only to bo gained by de- 
parting from our policy of exclusiveneis, 
and he expressly says, ;<The days of our 
cxclusiveness is past." His words as U. 
reformation of our tariff are as follows: 


"If perchance some of our tariffs are no 
longer needed, for revenue :or to protect 
our industries, why should they not be' 
employed to extend and promote our 
markets abrod?" 
- 
; 
- 


• The suggestion is plain that we must 
increase our ocean traffic, and this can 
only be done by encouraging 
our mer- 


chant marine. This mean ocean sub- 
sidies. But .he lays down no formula 
and leaves to congress to evolve a pro- 
per- law accomplishing the best results. 


The eulogy of the great James G. 


BlaSne is sincere and most appropriately 
worded. 


The words of the president will be re- 


ceived with 
respectful 
attention, but 


they will not likely change the opinions 
of many Republicans who do not' believe 
in any reciprocity that helps one section 
of the country «-t the expense of another, 
section. But the president speaks as an 
American citizen and in no wise formu- 
lates a distinct policy, for he undoubt- 
edly sincerely believes that only in free 
and open debate can the country secure 
the best there is to be had. 


These clearly announced views upon 


the" tariff conditions will create not to 
say pronounced opposition, but hesitancy 
likely among a large number of Republi- 
cans who believe in going slow upon 
tariff alterations. But the Republican 
proposition is contained in the Republi- 
can national platform of 1896, the tariff 
plank of which .reads as follows: "We 
are hot pledged to any particular sched- 
ules. The question of rates is a practi- 
cal question to be governed by the con- 
ditions of the time and production, tiie 
ruling and uncompromising principle is 
the 
protection of and evelopment of 


American industries. The country de- 
mands a right settlement and then 
it 


wants a rest. 


The president meets his fellow citizens 


in a manner characteristic of the states- 
man he is, and sure of an attentive hear- 
ing. He is one of the people and means 
for their best interests, and if pro- 
nounced views are somewhat changed, it 
is because the times are 
changed, aud 


with them, new ideas. In 
words it is 


not any particular schedule but the 
right schedule to be governed by condi- 
tions of the time and production, uncom- 
promisingly 
protective 
in principle— 


not prohibitive. 


THE PURI.IC HEVEXtTES. 


While the reduction in the public rev- 


enues have not been as great as was ex- 
pected under the law of the last con- 
gress, owing to decreased expenditures 
and the internal revenue receipts 
not 


diminishing just a.s expected, yet the ex- 
perts at Washington advise caution in 
further 
lessening the revenues. 
The 


rate, however, of decrease will not bring 
the amount to i?40,000,000 as had been 
estimated last winter, but nearer to 
§7,000,000, though this rate will not be 
maintained in this proportion a great 
while since these experts are looking for 
a diminishing of the receipts from cus- 
tom duties. Accordingly these treasury 
experts are expressing the hope congress 
will not be rushed 
into enacting more 


•legislation reducing the receipts from in- 
ternal revenue. 


There has bfen an increase in the out- 


put of some articles upon which inter- 
nal revenue taxes are levied, and this 
for the very ordinary reason that the 
lower the tax the more the consumption. 
It is. however, the case that increased 
outputs of tobacco, beer, 
spirits, 
and 


some other articles are sustaining 
the 


volume of receipts, but owing to several 
causes the figures for the 
first 
two 


months of the present 
fiscal year 
are 


not expected to be maintained. It" is 
more likely congress will not tackle this 
revenue question with haste or care- 
lessness, but will place'the matter in the 
hands of some of its wisest members -for 
such action as best commends itself to 
them. 


The opinion of good judges is that the 


internal revenue 'law as now cbnstituti'd, 
will be continued for years to come with 
possibly some corrections. This seems 
to be the opinion of men prominent in 
statesmenship and the workings of gov- 
ernment. These men are looking to- 
ward a revision of the tariff, not upon 
party lines, but conducted by experts in 
both houses of congress, a tariff com- 
mission ns it were, who will thoroughly 
consider the existent conditions at the 
time and the highest interests of Ameri- 
can commerce, niTinufaeturers and ar<ri- 
culture. For this reason rather expect- 
ing a reduction of revenue from natural 
causes from the imports, it is thought 
the part of prudence to 
retain those 


items in the internal revenue law the 
least, burdensome and vexatious to the 
average citizen. 


EXPRESSES IMUFFEilEXCE. 


Senator Wellington of Maryland, and 


a Republican sentiment at that, at least 
elected as one, doesn't care. He expres- 
ses no sympathy for the stricken presi- 
dent, and declaring he is indifferent 
to 


the whole matter. This is all the more 
insulting, not only to the president and 
his invalid wife, but the whole country.

Death Penalty. 


Senator Julius E. Rochr will -introduce 


a bill- in the next session of the legisla- 
ture to exclude from the state all anar- 
chists and a\ll those who are engage;! in 
teaching the hateful doctrines- of ,aw- 
lessness. lie said Monday he believed 
that would be the most effective way to 
deal with the fanatical devotees of a 
creed so directly contrary to the spirit 
of the country's institutions. 


"I believe/' he said, "that the rbest 


way to fight anarchy, anarchists an.! an- 
archism is to make this class keep out 
of the state. Every state ought to pass 
such laws, and then there would be no 
open preaching 
of lawlessness in the 


country. I intend to introduce such a 
measure at the next session of the leg- 
islature unless before that time there 
are better plans devised for fighting an- 
nrchy and anarchism. It is time that 
this country became aroused to action. 
There is nothing in the" way of the pass- 
ing of laws making assaults upon those 
in authority the most serious crimes un- 
der the law, and the penalties therefor 
the most severe. This could be clqne by 
state enactments or by n national law. 
It could be made treason by an amend- 
ment to the constitution, but that would 
take, a long time. _ In my opinion the 
most etTee'tivc way to deal with anar- 
chists is to force them out of the 
try and keep them out."

Final 
ly we got down under the great rock 
which overhangs it into the low sort o 
vestibule leading to the deeper port.ioi 
of the cave.

had:from wheat straw, bran and cot- 
tonseed mfeal in the following propor- 
tions for n day's ration per cow, says 
Professor D. H. Otis of the Kansas ex- 
periment station: Twenty pounds wheat 
etraw, seven pounds of bran and four 
pounds Cottonseed meal. 


A coW fed on this ration ought to 


give a good flow of milk. Tbe amount 
of cottonseed meal is a little large, al- 
though some dairymen use much larger 
quantities. If the cow shows any bad 
effect* from its use, the amount .can be 
decreased and if necessary the amount 
•of bran increased. The objection to the 
;above is the cost, but this objection np- 
- plies to almost any ration this year. 
In feeding the dairy cow, 'especially 
when feed Is high, It Is well to keep an 
-accurate account of the yield of milk, 
•rid Just.na soon as the cow cease* to 
'pay for her feed the amount of feed 
e.bould be reduced. It stands to n-eason 
•that a cow giving a small or medium 
yield of niilk does not need the same 
amount of feed as a cow giving a large 
flow of milk.

When alfalfa can be had for $14 per 


ton, a man cannot/afford to pay over |0- 
for cottonseed hulls. The latter are 
.very poor in protein, containing only 
three-tenths of 1 per cent, while alfalfa 


• baa 10.6 per cent. In feeding cottonseed 
hulls the Tennessee experiment station 
found It advisable to feed a9«li!gb aa 
15 pounda daily per 1,000 pouqds of live 
.weight:. This experience, as well as the 
composition, Indicates that? cottonseed 
hulls are not a very concentrated feed 
and to get good results must be fed in 
large quantities. At $10 or more per 
ton this feed would "be entirely too ex- 
pensive to feed dairy cows.

On Gfoocl Friday, April 14, 1865, just 


after the war of the rebellion had been 
brought to an end, Abraham Lincoln was 
shot down in a box at Ford'a theater at 
Washington by John Wilkes Booth, and 
died early the following morning. His 
assassin was pursued and shot down 
twelve clays afterward, and the other 
conspirators engaged 
in the plot were 


tried later by court martial and pun- 
ished. 


On Saturday^July 2, 1881, President 


Garfield jvas shot) in the waiting room of 
the Pennsylvania railroad at 
Washing- 


ton, as he was about to start for his 
summer vacation. Guiteau, the assassin 
was a 
disappointed office-seeker. 
The 


president was taken to Elbexoii, X. J., 
and lingered until September 19, when 
he died of his wounds. The assassin 
was tried 
for murder, 
convicted 
and 


hanged. 


It was while visiting an exposition at 


Lyons that the president of the French 
republic, Sadi Carnot, was stabbed with 
a sharpened file by the anarchist Caserio 
on June 24, 1S94. Mr. Carnot died that 
night. His slayer was guillotined. 


The most recent successful attempt on 


the life of a crowned iteacl was a little 
over a year ago, July 29, 1000, when the 
Paterson anarchist, Bresci, shot down 
King Humbert of Italy at Monza. But 
there was hardly a European monarch' 
during the past century on whose life 
an attempt had not been made. The 
late Queen Victoria's

He received his education 
at that coUege and at an early age went 
to Chicago to-study medicine and sur- 
gery. Rapidly'advancing he soon was 
occupying a prominent chair and later 
on becoming the head of 
the famous 


Rush medical college. 


Many citizens of Racine well remem- 


ber Dr. Parka and he is now recalled 
as a- bright, curly headed youngster of 
four years of age, even at that precocious 
age, giving promise of the genius of af- 
ter years. Preferring the field of medi- 
cine to that of the ministry on arriving 
at mature years, he was placed, as stat- 
ed in Rush and his advancement was 
rapid.
